ORDER 
The following amendments are made to the Rules for the grant of 
loans and subsidy to Wholesale Consumers Co-operative Stores for the 
construction of godowns issued in the G. O. read as first paper above : 
1. In Rule 25 of the said rules, the following shall be added at the 

end, namely : 
“ The godowns shall not be disposed of or leased or hired out 

without the previous sanction of the Government" . 
2. In Form B of the said rules , for clause 12, the following shall be 

substituted , namely : 
“ 12. The Mortgagor shall insure the godown constructed for an 

amount not less than the loan amount with the State Insurance 
Department or an Insurance Society approved by the 
Registrar and the policy should be kept alive and assigned in 
favour of the Government. The Mortgagor shall not dispose 
of or lease or hire out the godown without the previou 
sanction of the Government" .

The following draft of certain rules which the Government of Kerala 
propose to make in exercise of the powers conferred by sub -section ( 1) cf 
section 57 and section 129 of the Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960 (Act 32 of 
1960) and in supersession of the rules issued in Madras Government Order 
No. 520 , LA , dated 24th March , 1951 is hereby published for general infor 
mation as required by sub -section (2 ) of section 130 of the said Act and notice 
is hereby given that the said draft will be taken up for consideration on or 
after 24-12-1964. Any objection or suggestion which may be received from 
any person in respect of the said draft before the date specified above, will be 
considered by the Government. Objections and suggestions shall be 
addressed to the Development Commissioner and Additional Secretary to 
Government, Development Department, Secretariat, Trivandrum . 

DRAFT RULES 
1 . Short title and commencement.— (1) These rules may be called the Kerala 
Panchayats (Burial and Burning Grounds) Rules, 1964 . 

(2 ) They shall come into force at once . 
2. Definitions.In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires, - 

(a ) “ the Act” means the Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960 (Act 32 of 
1960) ; 

( b ) “ Health Officer” , with reference to an area means the District 
Medical Officer of Health or Assistant District Medical Officer o Health 
exercising jurisdiction over that area . 

3. Providing burial and burning grounds by Panchayats.- (1). A Panchayat 
may, and shall , if no sufficient provision exists, with the previous permission 
of the Collector , provide at the cost of the Panchayat fund , places to be used 
as burial or burning grounds or crematoria and may charge rents and fees 
for the use thereof. 

(2) . The request of a Panchayat for permission to use a place as burial 
or burning ground or crematoria under sub -rule (1) shall be made to the 
Collector through the Deputy Director of Panchayats concerned . The 
Collector shall ,before granting permission , consult the Health Officer and 
have due regard to his views relating to public health . 

(3) The Panchayat may farm out the collection of rents and fees 
charged under sub-rule (1) for any period not excee ling three years at a 
-time and on such terms and conditions as it may think fit. 
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4. Registration of existing burial and burning grounds.- (1) Every owner or 
person having the control of any place used at the date of the coming into 
operation of these rules , as a place for burying, burning or otherwise dis 
posing of the dead shall, if such place be not already registered , apply to the 
Panchayat to have such place registered . 

(2 ) The Panchayat may , after making such enquiries as it deems 
necessary, register the place in a book to be kept in the Panchayat Office 
under rule 7 : 

Provided that in any area where registration of such place was com 
pulsory under the provisions of any law in force in that area prior to the 
coming into force of ihese rules, no place other than the one iegistered under 
that law shall be considered for registration under this rule . 

(3) No fee shall be charged for the registration of a place under this 
rule . 

(4) If it appears to the Panchayat that there is no owner or person 
having the control of such place, the Panchayat shall assume such control 
and register such place or with the permission of the Collector, close it. 

5. No burial or burning ground to be located within 90 meters of a dwelling 
place . — No burial or buri ing ground for the dead shall be located within å 
distance of ninety meters from any human habitation : 

Provided that this condition may be relaxed by the Panchayat in any 
case with the written permission of the Health Officer if he is satisfied that 
sufficient safeguarc s have been provided in the place as not to affect Public 
Health . 

6. New burial and burning grounds to be opened only with a licence from the 
Collect 1.- (1) No new pace for the < isposal of the dead whether private or 
public shall Le opened. formed , constructed or used unless a licence has been 
obtained from the Collector, on appl.cation . 

( 2) Such applicat on for a licence addressed to the Col ector shall be 
submitted through the Parchayat concerned . The application shall be 
accompanied by a plan of the place to be licensed show ng the 1 cality, 
boundary and extent thereof, the nameof the owner or person or community 
ji terested therein , the system of management and such further particulars as . 
phie Collector may require. 

(3) The Panchayat shall cor sider the applcation and forward the 
same with its recommendations to the Co lector though the Health Officer, 
within a period of one month from the date of its receipt in the Panchayat 
Ofice . 

(4) The Health Officer shall conduct such enqu ir es into theapplication 
as le may deem necesary , and forward the aj pliiation with his specific 
ren asks to the Collector within a period of one month from the date of its 
receipt in his office. 
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(5 ) The Collector shall , on receipt of an application , cause the same tu 
be published in a local daily newspaper having wid : circulation in the area 
at the cost of the applicant, inviting objections if any, to the grant of the 
licence applied for. The Collector shall hear objections, if any, received and 
may 

(a ) grant the licence ; or 
(b), refuse to grant the licence on grounds of public order , m 

or health ; or 
(c ) postpone the grant of a licence until objections to the site have 

been removed or any particulars called for by him have been 

furnished . 
(6 ) The Collector shall in every case pass an order under sub-rule (5) 
within a period of six months from the date of submission of the application 
to the Panchayat and if no such order is passed by the Collector within the 
above period , the licence applied for shall be deemed to have been granted 
and the applicant may proceed to use the site for the purpose of disposal 
of the dead but not so as to contravene any of the provisions of these rules or 
bye laws made under the Act 

(7) Any person aggrieved by the order of the Collector under sub 
rule (5 ) may, within a pe iod of 30 days from the date of the sa d order, 
appeal to the Government. The time occup ed in obtaining copies of 
material papers in connection with the order appraled ag.inst shall be 
excluded for the computation of the said period of 30 days. The Government 
may pass such orders on the appeal as they think fit . 

7. Registration of burial and burning grounds.- (1) A book shall be kept at 
the office of every Panchayat in which places pro.ided , registered or licensed 
under rules 3 to 6 and all such places prov ded rezistered or licensed before 
the commencement of these rules shall be recorded . 

(2 ) A notice in English and in the Chief language of the village that 
such places have bren provided , registered or licenc ed as aforesaid shall be 
affixed to some conspicious place at or near the entrance to the burial or 
burning gound or other place as aſore aid . 

( 3) The book shall be periodically inspected by the officers authorised 
to inspect and superintend the affairs of the Panchay.t under the A :t. 

8. Prohibition oj burning or burial in unauthorised places . No peson shall 
bury , burn or otherwise dispose of any corpsexcept in a place which has 
been regist red, licensed or provided as aforesaid : 

Provided that this rule shall not apply to the customary brial of dead 
bodies n vaulis and in church p em.ses prevalent among the Christians 
subject to the ondition that there are no duelling houses or di nking water 
source within a distance of ninety meters: 

9. Maintenance f register for recording burials etc. - There shall be maintained 
in every place for the dis, osing of the dead , a leg ste 

in which shall be 
recorded every burial, burning or other disposal or a corpse in that pace . 


The register shall be open for inspec ion by the Health Officer, his assistants 
and deputies, the Executive Authority and such other persons as may be 
authorised by him in this behalf and the police. 
10. Closing of burial or burning grounds.- (1) If a Panchayat is satisfied 
( a ) that any regis ered or licensed place for the disposal of the dead 

is in such a state or situation as to be or to be likely to become 
dangerous to the health of persons living in the neighbourhood 

thereof ; or 
(b ) that any burial ground is overcrowded with graves and if in the 

case of a public burial ground or other place as aforesaid , 
another conven ent place duly authorised for the disposal of the 
de id exists or has been provided for the persons who would 
ordinarily make use of such place , it may by a resolution 
request the Collector to prohibit the burial, burning or other 

wise disposing of any corpse, at such place . 
(2 ) The request under sub -rule (1) shall be forwarded by the 
Panchayat to the Health Officer who will conduct necessary enquiries into 
the matter and forward the request to the Collector with his specific 
recommendations . 

( 3) The Collector, if on considering the request and the recommen 
dations of the Health Officer is satisfied that such place should not be used 
for the disposal of the dead, may give public notice that it shall not be lawful 
after a period to be named in such notice to bury or burn or otherwise 
dispose of any corpse at such place : 

Provided that before giving notice undar this rule , the Collector, shall 
give the person having control of that place a reasonable opportunity to show 
cause against such notice and consider his objections, if any . 

( 4 ) Every notice given under sub-rule (3 ) shall be published by 
affixture to the notice board of the Panchayat and in any conspicuous place 
in the ward in which the place is located and by beat of drum in the village . 

(5 ) After the expiry of the period named in the notice under sub 
rule ( 3 ), it shall not be lawlul to bury , burn or otherwise dispose of any 
corpse at such place 

(6 ) Any person a grieved by the notice othe Collector under sub 
rule (3 ) may, within a period of 30 days from the date of the said notice, 
appeal to the Government. The time occupied in obtaining copies of 
material papers in connection with the notice appealed against shall be 
excluded for the computation of the said period of 30 days. The Govern 
mentmay pass such orders on the appeal as they think fit . 
11. Prohibiti n in respect of corpses. — No person 

shall 
(aj bury or cause io be buried any corpse or part thereof in a grave 
weather dug or constructed of masonry or otherwise , in such manner that 
the surface of the coffin or the surface of the body, where no coffin is used , is 
at a less depth than five feet from the surface of the ground ; 
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Provided that this condition may be relaxed by the Health Officer in 
the case of cemetaries located in low lying or sandy areas ; or 

(b ) build or dig or cause to be built or dug any grave in any burial 
ground at a less distance than two feet from themargin of any other existing 
grave ; or 

(c) without an order in writing of a magistrate, •reopen a grave 
already occupied within a period of two years from the date of its 
occupation ; or 

(d ) convey or cause to be conveyed a corpse or part thereof to any 
burial or burning ground and not cause the burial or burning of the same to 
commence within six hours after its arrival at such place ; or 

(e) when burning or causing to be burnt a corpse or part thereof 
permit the same or any part thereof or its clothes to remain without being 
competely reduced to ashes , or 

(f) carry through any street a corpse or part thereof not decently 
covered ; or 

(g ) while carrying a corpse or part thereof within the Panchayat 
area leave the same in or near any street for any purpose whatever ; or 

(h ) remove otherwi e than in a closed receptacle, any corpse or part 
thereof kept or used for the purpose of dissection . 

12. Framing of Bye-laws. - The Panchayat may , subject to the provisions 
of section 131 of the Act,make bye -laws to provide 
(a ) for the regulation of burial and burning grounds and other 

places for the disposal of corpses ; 
(b ) for the levy of fees for the use of such burial and burning grounds 

and crematoria as are maintained by the Panchayat; and 
(c) for the period within such corpses must be conveyed to a burial 

or burning ground and the mode of conveyance of corpses 

through public places . 
13. Penalty for contravening of rules - Whoever contravenes any of the 
provisions of rules 5, 6 , 7, 8, 9, 10 and 11 shall be punishable with fine 
which may extend to one hundred rupees. 

14. Officers of the Health Services Departmentmay Inspect places used as burial 
or burning grounds or crematoria.-- Any officer of the Health Services Department 
not below the rank of a Health Inspector may inspect places used as burial 
or burning grounds or crematoria within their respective local jurisdiction 
and make reports to tle Panchayats concerned regarding matters affecting 
public health and sanitation .

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AWARD 
The Industrial Dispute between the Manager , P.S.N. Motors (V ) 
Ltd., Trichur and the General Secretary ," P.S.N . Workmen s Union, 
Kanattukara , Trichur was referred to this Court for adjudication by 
Government as per order No. 82855 /H4 /63/HLD dated 8-1-1964 of the 
Health and Labour Department, Health (H ). The following are the 
issues referred for adjudication :

10. Granting of Dearness Allowance to all the workers. 

The Secretary , P.S.N. Workmen s union submitted the written 
statement of the union on 3rd March , 1964 . - The contentions of the 
union are as under. 

The union represents the large majority of the workers under the 
Management and the said workers have sponsored this dispute . 

Issue No. 1 : 

All the workers mentioned under the issue, entered into the service 
of the management at a timewhen there existed no standing orders. 
Hence they expected that they could serve the management until they 
become physically incapable or till the death or at least at the age of65 . 
The certified standing orders cannot bind the workers who have been 
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sent away by the Management under the plea of superannuation . In 
any way of the matter , workers who are above the age of 55 at the 
time of the enforcement ofthe Standing Orders cannot be broughtwithin 
the ambit of the Standing Orders. The termination of service of such 
workers can only be treated as retrenchment and since compensation were 
not given at the time of discharge all the workers are decmed to be in 
the service of the mangement, even now . Any how it is quite unjustifi 
able on the part of the management to deny them compensation when 
employment is denied to them . 

Issue No.2: 

Worker Krishnankutty has put in a service of 5 years and his services 
were terminated on 9-10-1963 most arbitrarily and illegally.. Out of 
the 6 workers except Ramakrishnan who got Rs. 37.50 per month and 
Sri Sreedharan who got Rs. 50.50 per month , all the others got Rs. 48.50 
as monthly salary. The management has been giving annual increment 
and all other facilities and benefits enjoined by contract and law to all 
these workers. Merely because the management termed them as 
apprentices they will not be apprentices. Nothing was paid to the 
workers at the timeof denial of employment, and at any rate they are 
entitled to compensation and notice pay as enjoined by law . As the 
Management has not complied with the provisions of law these 
workers are deemed to be in the service of themanagement and they are 
entitled to their wages and other benefits till to day and hereafter. 

Issue No. 3 : 

All the workers covered by issues 1 & 2 are entitled to be reinstated 
with back wages. In any view of the matter they are entitled for heavy 
compensation as the Management has acted quite capriciously, illegally 
and without bonafides and with a view to victimise them . 

Issue No. 4 & 5 : 

Workers Sri. P. K. Kochunny and P. K. Ayyappan are entitled for 
reinstatement with back wages but since the question is now pending 
before this Court in Industrial Dispute No. 29 and 30 of 1963 this issue 
may be disposed off after the disposal of these proceedings. 

Issue No. 6 * 10 : 

The demand made by the union is an enhancement of Rs. 25 in 
the salary per mensem of each worker. The incremental scale now 
followed is very small and neglible . The rise in the price of articles which 
are necessities of life is very high and the present salary is quite insufficicnt 
to put the body and soul together. Regarding dearness allowance the 
management is now paying Rs. 25 as D.A. to certain workers but to 
certain others it is not given . This is a discrimination which has to be 
routed out for the proper and healthy growth of the industry. The 
demand of the union is 22nP per point above 100 on the basis of the cost 
of living index ?published by the Government from time to time, 


Issue No. : 

The management is making enormous profits every year and the 
wages paid to the workers are very meagre and low . The demand of 
the union is two month s wages for every worker for each of the year . 

Issue No.8 : 

All the employees are monthly paid and have a number of years 
service to their credit. Except Provident Fund Scheme there is no other 
social security scheme in this establishment. The management has 
capacity to introduce a gratuity scheme. The demand of the union is 
that every year of service onemonth s salary may be given as gratuity . 

Issue No.9 : 

The establishment is covered by the Factories Act and Motor Trans 
port Workers Act. The demand of the workers is that all the workers 
should be given two pair of shirt and trousers every year. The union 
concluded their statement with a prayer that an award may be passed 
upholding their contentions. 

The management submitted their reply statement on 17-4-1964 . 
The contentions of the management are summarised as under ; 

Issue No. 1 : 

The management concern has many aged employees among its 
workmen . Many of these employees are unfit for work . The manage 
ment has got the right to terminate the services of superannuated and 
unfit employees. The Standing Orders of the management concern 
were finalised only after the discussions with the representatives of 
employees. The provisions of the Standing Orders, including those 
relating to the age of superannuation were accepted by the workmen 
and specifically by the union . These are engrafted thereafter as con 
ditions of service of the employees. Termination of service as per con 
ditions of service is not liable be attacked on the assumption that they 
are inductive. Nor is it correct to say that all those who reached the 
age of superannuation have been unceremoniously retired . In fit cases 
some have been allowed to continue in service. Any how since the 
management is a tottering unit in a declining industry, it is not 
possible for the management to entertain those who are unfit to work 
after the age of 55 . 

Issue No. 2 : 

The persons concerned were recruited only as apprentices. They 
had overstayed the periods of apprenticeship . That does not mean that 
they had become the workmen of themanagement concern . They were 
never paid wages or salary , but only a fixed stipend, which from time to 
time were varied by the management concern . 

There is no denial of 
employmentto any of them and hence no question of payment of anything 
for denial of employment really arises . 
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Issue No. 3 : 

Neither the group of persons mentioned in Issue No. I nor those. 
mentioned in Issue No: 2 are entitled to any reliefs. 

Issue No. 4 & 5 : 

These workmen were dismissed from service after a duly conducted 
enquiry for misconduct. Since Industrial Dispute No. 7/63 was pending 
at that time, applications for approval of the termination of their services 
have been filed and these are pending now . 

Issue No. 6 : 

As usual an incrementwas granted to the workmen in the workshop 
with effect from 1-7-1963. Further enhancement of salaries is impos 
sible as far as the management is concerned . 

Issue No. 7 : 

The management concern was suffering losses consistently since 
1958-59. For the relevant years the loss amounted to Rs. 2,69,790-73 
and 1, 57, 263-25 respectively . There is no surplus available for bonus 
in the industry . 

Issue No. 8 : 

Introduction of Employees Provident Fund Scheme in the concern 
has added to the financial commitments of themanagement. Any further 
adventure in this direction is destined to prove fatal. The management 
concern does nothave the capacity to provide for a gratuity scheme at all . 

Issue No.9: 

This issue was settled between the management and theUnion at a 
conference held at Alwaye by the Labour Commissioner on 28-1-1961. 

Issue No. 10 : 

The workmen of the concern were being paid only the consolidated 
amounts as wages . No bifurcation into basic wages and D.A. was in 
existence. With the introduction of the minimum wages such a bifur 
cation was made in the case of some workmen but not in the case of 
employees in the workshop . The management does not have the capacity 
to pay anything more than what the workers get as consolidiated 
wages. In fact it is difficult even to maintain the present wage structure 

The management concluded the reply statement with a prayer 
that the issues may be decided in favour of the management. 

The union submitted a rejoinder on 19th May 1964 in which they 
have controverted all the allegations of the management stated in the 
reply statement. 

The case came up for evidence and both the parties obtained 
a number of adjournments on the plea that a talk of compromise 
was progressing. At last on 14-9-1964 the parties concerned filed 
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Joint Memorandum of Settlement fully signed by them and 
attested by their Advocates respectively . The Joint Memorandum 
of Settlement is shown below as " Annexure" . Since I find all the 
terms and conditions in the JointMemorandum of Settlement as justs 
and reaonable I pass this award in terms of the same and this award 
shall come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its publication in 
the Government Gazette.

Memorandum of settlement jointly submitted by the Management 
and workmen respectfully shows as follows: 

The above dispute referred to this Hon ble Tribunal as I.D. 4 of 
1964 has been settled between parties under the following terms and 
conditions: 
Issue No. 1 : 

The Management undertakes to pay the amounts shown against 
each of the superannuated workmen mentioned in the schedule hereto 
as gratuitous payments. The workmen are not entitled to receive any 
further payments from the Management by , way of compensation or 
otherwise . 
Issue No. 8 : 

It is mutually agreed that the following gratuity scheme will be 
applicable to the workmen of the undertaking . 

I. Gratuity will be payable to ( 1) workmen who retire from service 
on superannuation as provided for in the standing orders (ii). 
dependants of workmen in case of death of a workman while in service 
and (iii ) to workmen who are found medically unfit . 

II. No workmen other than those who have put in not less than 
5 years of regular continuous service will be eligible for payment of 
gratuity . 

III. The Management may insist upon the claimants in respect 
of gratuity due to a deceased workman providing satisfactory proof 
that he, she or they is /are the dependant/dependants entitled to get the 
amount due as gratuity in respect of a workman who dies while in service . 


IV . In case of sickness , disabling the workmen from continuing 
in service , the Management may insist upon production of medical 
certificates from one of a pannel of Doctors including the District 
Medical Officer Dr. V. N. Krishna Iyer and Dr. V. K. Narayana 
Menon as proof of the sickness disabling the workmen from continuing 
in employment. This benefit will be granted only to workmen having 
a minimum qualifying service of 10 years regular continuous and comple 
ted service under theManagement. In cases however of genuine sick 
ness of persons having more than 5 and less than 10 years of service , 
individual cases may be examined by the Governing Director 
and such persons may be admitted to the benefits of gratuity, notwith 
standing the lack of qualifying service in this clause. 

V. The gratuity payable herein is not in addition to retrenchment 
or other compensation payable under any law , award or agreement. 
In case a workman is found entitled to any compensation other than the 
gratuity payable hereunder, he will be entitled to receive only the 
compensation or gratuity whichever is greater. 

VI. The amount of gratuity payable will be at the rate of 127 
days average basic wages of the workmen concerned at the time of termi 
nation of service for each year of continuous and regular completed service 
or portion thereof. In computing the period of service for this purpose , 
portion of a year which is more than 9 months will be considered as one 
year and portion of less than 3 months will be ignored . Any 
portion more than 3 months and less than 6 months will be considered 


as half year . 


VII. If any workman is allowed to continue in service even after 
the age of superannuation , the period of service subsequent thereto will 
not be taken into consideration in computing the length of service for 
purposes of payment of gratuity . 

In view of the above agreement on issues 1 and 8 and in view of the 
fact that issues No. 4 and 5 are covered by I. D. 29 and 30 of 1963 and 
M. P. Nos., 139 and 140 of 1963 in I. D. 7 of 1963 and the com 
prehensive revision of the minimum rate of wages for road transport 
industry pending with the Government, the Union agrees not to 
press the issues Nos. 2 to 7 , 9 and 10 . 

The amounts above mentioned have been paid to and received 
by the Advocate for the workmen . 

An award may be passed in the above terms.

S. R. O , No. 361/64. - In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (e) 
of sub -section (2 ) of Section 344 of the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1966 
(Act 14 of 1961) and in supersession of the Rules issued under Notification 
Ř . Dis . 688/41 /LGA. dated 19-8-1947 and under G O. No. 257 / PH 
dated 3-2-1932 on the subject, the Government of Kerala hereby make the 
following rules , the sare having been previously published as required by 
Section 345 of the said Act. 

RULES 
1 . Short title and commencement.-- (1 ) These Rules may be called the Kerala 
Municipalities (Payment of grants -in -aid for purposes of medical relief 
Rules 1964 . 

( 2) They shall come into forco at once. 
2. Conditions for payment of grants- in -aid to Institutions. - Grants-in -aid shall 
not be paid to any private medical institution from the funds of a municipal 
council unless the following conditions are satisfied , namely : 

(1) In the case of any institution providing medical relief 
(a ) the institution is recognised either by the Government or by 

an authority empowered by the Government to grant such 

recognition ; 
(b ) it emyloys only registered medical practitioners or practitioners 

declared to be qualificd by Government ; 
(c ) there shall be a minimum ofone thousand patients treated as 

out- patients in a month in an institution receiving a grant. 
In the case of institutions where inpatients are also treated , 
one in -patient shall be reckoned as five out-patients to 
arrive at the total attendance of one thousand . In the case 
of dispensaries in hilly areas, the minimum attendance is 

however fixed as six hundred ; 
( d ) it is subject to periodical inspection by the Municipal Health 

Officer , the District Medical Officer of Health of the 
District, his assistants and other ofilacers deputed by him and 
such other officers as the Municipal Council may specify 

in that behalf ; 
(e ) free treatment is given to the necessitous poor of the Munici 

pality ; 
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(f) it caters to the needs of persons of all castes, creeds or commu 

nities without discrimination ; and 
(g ) the arra served by it is not adequately served by any medical 

instirurion maintained or aided by the Government or a 

municipal council . 
(2 ) In the case of welfare associations, Creches, Foundling Homes 
and Materni y and Child Welfare Ceníres run by privat associations, 
clubs etc. , for the beneht of ill-fed and under -nourished children within the 
Municipal limit . 

(a) the institution has worked satisfactorily and properly for a 

period of not less than two years ; 
(b ) (i) a minimum number of 100 (one hundred ) deliveries a year 

has been conducted in a Maternily and Child Welfare 

Centre, 
(ii) there shall be at least 55 (fifty-six ) cliric conducted , 

100 (one hundred ) infants treated or 25 (twenty - five ) 

children cared , 
( iii) the inistítution shall serve the public , irrespec i c of caste 

or creed . 
(iv) the institution is not located within one mile of a Mater 

nity and Child Mella e Centre run by the Government or 

the municipal co incil. 
(c ) in the case of Creches and Foundling Homes , rinimum 

number of 25 (twenty- five ) babies shall bt cared for ; 
(d ) the in -titution is subject to period cal inspection by the District 

Medical Officer of Health of the District, his ssi tants and 
oth r officers deputed by him and such oti ceis 

municipal council may specify in that kehalf ; and 
(e) the institution is not situated within one m le of a Government 

or Municipal Maternity and Child Welfare Centre , and 
(3) In case of Family Planning A sociations and clinics run by private 
agencies : 

(a ) the institution has got a standing of 2 ye:113 ; 
(b ) the institution shall be one recognised by the Family Planning 

Association o India or by Governo cnt ; 
(c) the work at the institution shall be carried out only as per 

directions issued by the Family Planning Association of 

India and the State Family Planning Offi cr ; and 
(d ) the Director of Health Services, the l istrict Minical Officer 

of the District, his assistants and other Officers deputed by 
him shall have power to inspect the work of t e institution . 
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3. Contributions to institutions.- Nothing in sub-rule (1) of rule 2 shall 
apply to contributionsmade by a municipal council to any private medical 
institution under clause (b ) of sub -rule (1) of rule 56 of Schedule Il to the 
Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960. 

4. Maintenance of registers elc ., and submission of returns.- A grant-in -aid 
medical institution shall maintain all the registers and forms as are in vogue 
in a Government med cal institution . Registe s and Forms shall be supplied 
by the Director of Health Services on requisition . The grants - in - aid institu 
tions shall also forward such periodical returns as may be called for by the 
District Medical Officer of Health ofthe District. 

5. Payment of grants-in -aid to be subject to audit. — The payment of grants-in 
aid to institutions under these Rules shall be subject to audit and production 
of audit certificate. In the event of an objection in audit being upheld , the 
management of the institutions may be called upon by the municipal council 
to refund the amount or such portion of it as it may think fit . 

6. Payments of grants-in -aid to be subject to previous sanction . The amount of 
grants-in -aid that may be paid by a municipal council to an institution 
under these rules shall be fixed taking into consideration the financial 
position of the council concerned and the grants received or receivable by 
the institution from other sources.

(d ) Organisation means any institution , association club 
established for the promotion and conduct of 

sports . 
3. Sanction of Director to be obtained for payment of Grant. - A Municipal 
Council may, subject to these rules and with the sanction of the Director, 
pay a grant-in -aid to an organisation formed for the main purpose of 
promotion of sports. 

4. Conditions for payment of grant. - No organisation shall be eligible for 
grant under these rules unless it satisfies the following conditions, namely : 
(i) It shall not be in receipt of any other grants -in-aid from the 

Government. 
(ii) It shall provide facilities for the promotion and conduct of sports 

and conduct of Tournaments for children or adults. 
( iii ) It shall have been recognised by and affiliated to the Sports 

Council of Kerala or have been functioning satisfactorily for 
not less than two years from a date preceding the date on 

which the application for the grant-in -aid is made. 
(iv ) It shall have definite rules or bye- laws duly passed by its 

members and approved by the Municipal Council concerned to 

regulate its functioning. 
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(v) It shall maintain records, registers and accounts in the forms 

that may be fixed by the Kerala Sports Council in consultation 
with the Director and the records, registers and accounts to be 
maintained shall be open for inspection by the officers of the 
Kerala Sports Council, the Officers of the Government and the

- In exercise of the powers conferred by section 13 
of the Travancore Town and Country Planning Act, 1120 (Act 21 of 1120) 
read with rule 3 of the Travancore Town and Country Planning Rules, 1953 , 
the Government of Kerala hereby make the following order : 

1. This order may be called the “ Kovalam to Veli Coastal Area 
General (Interim Development) Order, 1964. 

2. This order applies to the area notified to be controlled area under 
Section 3 of the said Act under notification No. Į issued in G , O ; MS. No, 
840 /64 /HLD , dated 18-11-1964 , 
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3. “ The Kovalam to Veli Coastal Area Development Authority 
hereinafter referred to as the Development Authority is hereby appointed for 
the preparation of and bringing into force a scheme for the development of 
the area and for executing the orders passed by Government from time to 
time. The Development Authority so constituted shall consist of: 

1. The District Collector , Trivandrum . 
2. The Chief Town Planner & Consulting Architect to Government. 
3. The Executive Engineer, (Buildings & Roads) , Trivandrum . 
4. The Director, Tourist Department, Trivandrum . 
5. The Chairman , City Improvement Trust, Trivandrum . 
6. The Executive Engineer, Public Health Engineering Department, 

Trivandrum . 
7. The District Medical Officer, Trivandrum . 
8. The Commissioner , Corporation of Trivandrum . 
9. The President, Kottukal Panchayat. 
10. The President, Thiruvallam Panchayat . 
11. The Town Planner , Trivandrum ... 

The District Collector , Trivandrum shall be the Chairman of the 
Development Authority , The Executive Engineer ( Buildings & Roads), 
Trivandrum District shall be the Special Officer for the purpose of this order. 

4. Subject to orders or directions of the Development Authority 
constituted under clause 3 , the Executive Engineer (Buildings & Roads), 
Trivandrum hereinafter called the Special Officer shall exercise all the powers 
and duties conferred under Section 13 of the Act and by this order . 

5. The Chairman of the Development Authority shall have full access 
to all the records of the Special Officer and no official correspondence 
regarding the Development Authority between the Special Officer and the 
Government shall be conducted except through the Chairman . 

6. The Chairman of the Development Authority shall forward to the 
Government copies of the proceedings of every meeting of the Development 
Authority . 

7. Whenever it appears to the Development Authority that any 
portion of the controlled area is to be measured , plans prepared and marks 
and stones fixed , they shall cause a notice to that effect to the published by 
the Special Officer on the Notice Board of the Corporation , Panchayat and 
Village Offices in the controlled area and at prominent places in the said 
locality . 

Thereupon it shall be lawful for the Special Officer, his assistants and 
workmen ; 
(i) to enter upon and survey and take levels of any kind in such 

locality . 
( ii ) to dig or bore into the subsoil ; 
( iii) to plant stones and make the necessary markings for the layout 

of roads, pathways, ditches etc .; 
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(iv) Where otherwise the survey cannot be completed and the level 

taken and the lines marked , to cut down and clear away 
any part of any standing crop , fence, or jungle , after an 
estimate of damage caused has been prepared in the 
presence of the local people provided that no person 
shall enter upon any building or upon any enclosed 
court or garden attached to a dwelling house , unless 
with the consent of the occupier thereof or without 
previously giving such occupier at least seven days 

notice in writing of his intention to do so . 
8. Notice required to be given under clause 7 shall be served or sent in 
the following manner : 
(i) by giving or tendering the notice to the occupier of the dwelling 

house ; 
( ii ) if the occupier is not found , by affixing the same in some con 

spicuous part of such dwelling house and ; 
(iii) by sending the same to the occupier by registered post. 

9 . The Special Officer may permit the Interim Development of land 
including building operations or rebuilding operations and any use of the 
land or any building thereupon for a purpose which is different from the 
purpose for which the land or buildings was or were last being used within 
the area above mentioned pending the preparation of a town and country 
planning scheme subject to the conditions contained in the order . 

10. No person shall within the above said area erect or re- erect any 
building or proceed with any building or work or remove, pull down or 
alter or use for a purpose which is different from that for which it was being 
used , any building or part of a building or remove any earth , stone or 
material unless such person has applied for and obtained the necessary 
permission from the Special Officer. 

11. On receipt of such application the Special Officer shall furnish the 
applicant with a written acknowledgment,of its receipt and after enquiry 
may either grant or refuse such permission or grant it subject to such 
conditions as are in accordance with the terms of this order. But if no 
decision is communicated to the applicant within two months or such longer 
period as the applicantmay agree to in writing from the date of such ack 
nowledgment, the applicantshall be deemed to have been granted such 
permission . 

12. If in the opinion of the Special Officer any person contravenes the 
provisions contained in clause 10 and 11, he may after making such enquiry 
as he deems necessary by notice in writing, direct such persons to step any 
work in progress. 

13. Any person who desires to apply for permission under this order 
shall apply to the Special Officer for permission in writing and shall furnish 
him together with the application, a plan in duplicate of the proposed 
building or other work and of the site and such other particulars as the 
Special Officer may require. 
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14. The Special Officer shall inform the applicant in writing that lais 
application is granted , or refused as the case may be and if the application is 
granted shall state in writing the terms and conditions which he may impose. 
If the application is refused he shall state the reasons therefor . 

15. The Development of lands and buildings operations under this order 
shall comply with all such terms and conditions not inconsistent with this 
order as the Special Officer may reasonably impose. 

16. Any applicant aggrieved by an order of the Special Officer may, 
within two weeks from the date on which the order is communicated to him , 
appeal to the Government. The Governmant may either suo-moto or on 
receipt of such appeal call for the records of the case from the Special Officer 
and pass such orders as they deem fit. The order issued by Government 
shall be final. 

17. The Special Officer shall refuse an application under this Order for 
Interim Development on any of the following grounds : 
(i) that Development would tend to the use of the land or the 

building for a purpose which is of a noxious or otherwise 

offensive character ; 
(ii) that the land for which application for development is made 

ought to be reserved for a public open space under a scheme 

that may be promulgated ; 
(iii) that the land may have to be reserved for a public purpose or 

for the execution of works under the proposed scheme; 
( iv ) that it is proposed to include the site of the new building or a 

part thereof in an area to be reserved by the scheme for a 
purpose , the carrying out of which would in the future 

necessitate the removal or alteration of the new building ; 
(v) that the building or any part thereof is intended to be used as a 

factory , a godown or a cinema hall or any other institution 
and that such use would injuriously affect the health , con 
venience or amenities of the inhabitants of the locality or to 
the Government institutions or such use is likely to spread 

infectious disease or epidemics 
18. In considering the applications under this order, the Special Officer 
shall consult the Development Authority before application is granted or 
refused . 

19. The Government may in appropriate cases and after such enquiry 
as they deem fit to make, allow compensation to those who in their opinion , 
have suffered unnecessary loss or expense in the enforcement of any of the 
restrictions imposed by this Order. 

20. This Order shall cease to be in force in the event of the failure to 
publish a scheme before 31st December, 1966 .

C.S.R. In exercise of the powers conferred by Sections 12 and 33 of 
the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940 (23 of 1940 ), the Central Govern 
ment, after consultation with the Drugs Technical Advisory Board here 
by makes the following rules 

further to amend the Drugs and 
Cosmetics Rules, 1945, the same having been previously published as 
required by the said sections, namely : 

1. Short title. These rules may be called the Drugs and Cosmetics 
(Seventh Amendment) Rules, 1964 . 

2. In the Drugs Rules, 1945 (hereinafter referred to as the said 
rules), in the preamble, after the word " Drugs” , the words " and Cos 
metics" shall be inserted . 

3. In the said rules, in sub -rule (1 ) ofrule 1 , after the word " Drugs " 
the words " and Cosmetics” , shall be inserted . 

4. In the said rules, in clause (a ) of rule 2 , after theword " Drugs " , 
the words " and Cosmetics ” shall be inserted . 

5. In the said rules, in Rules 3 to 128 and Schedules A to P , for 
the words " Drugs Act” wherever they occur , the words- " Drugs and 
Cosmetics Act" shall be substituted . 

6. In the said rules, 3 to 128 and Schedules A to P , for the words 
“ Drugs Rules" wherever they occur, the words " Drugs and Cosmetics 
Rules shall be substituted .

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7 . In the said rules, after Part XII and rule 128 , the following 
Parts and rules shall be inserted , namely :-- 

PART XIII 

Import of Cosmetics . 
129. Statement to accompany imported cosmetics :.--All consignments 
of cosmetics sought to be imported shall be accompanied by an invoice 
or statement showing the nameand quantities of each article of cosmetic 
included in the consignment and the name and address of the manu 
facturer . 

130. Documents to be supplied to the Collector of Customs.--Before any 
cosmetics are imported , a declaration signed by or on behalf of the manu 
facturer or by or on behalf of the importer that the cosmetics comply 
with the provisions of Chapter III of the Act, and the rules made there 
under , shall be supplied to the Collector of Customs. 

131. Procedure for the import of Cosmetics .-- (1) If the officer ap 
pointed at the port of entry by the Central Government has reason to 
believe that any cosmetic contravenes any of the provisions of the Act 
or the rules made thereunder he may take sample of the cosmetic from 
the consignment for inspection . If on examination of the sample 
defects are noticed the officer shall advise the Collector of Customs for 
further action to be taken . 

If the suspected contravention of the provisions of the Act or the 
rules is such as may have to be determined by test, the officer shall send 
the sample to the laboratory established for the purpose for performing 
such tests. The consignment of the said cosmetic shall be detained till 
such time that the test report on such sample is received from the Direc 
tor of the said laboratory or any other officer of the laboratory empo 
wered by him in this behalf with the approval of the Central Govern 
nient. 

Provided that if the importer gives an undertaking in writing not 
to dispose of the cosmetic without the consent of the Collector of Cus 
toms and to return the consignment or such portion thereof as may be 
required , the Collector of Customs shall make over the consignment 
to the importer . 

( 2) If the importer who has given an undertaking under the 
proviso to sub -rule (1) is required by the Collector of Customs to return 
the consignment or portion thereof, he shall return the consignment 
or portion thereof within ten days of receipt of the notice . 

(3) Further procedure on receipt of the report of analyis:--If the Director 
of the Laboratory established for the purpose by the Central Govern 
ment or any other officer of the laboratory empowered by him in this 
behalf with the approval of the Central Government, reports to the 
Collector of Customs or to the officer mentioned in sub - rule ( 1) above 
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that the sainple of any cosmetic in a consignment contravenes the provi 
sions of Chapter III of the Act or the rules made thereunder and that 
the contravention is such that it cannot be remedied by the importer , 
the Collector of Customs shall communicate the report forthwith to 
the importer who shall within two months of receiving such a com 
munication either send back all the cosmetic of that description in the 

consignment to the country in which it was manufactured or to the 
· country from which it was imported or liand it over to the Central 
Government which shall cause it to be destroyed : 

Provided that the importer may within thirty days of receipt of the 
report make a representation against the report to the Collector of 
Customs who shall forward the representation with a fresh sample of the 
cosmetic to the Drugs Controller , India who after obtaining , if neces 
sary, the report of the Director of the Central Drugs Laboratory sha ! 
pass orders thereon which shall be final. 

(4 ) If the Drugs Controller or any other officer empowered by 
him in this behalf with the approval of CentralGovernment reports to 
the Collector of Customs after inspection of the sample of cosmetic and 
if necessary , after obtaining a test report thereon that the sample of 
the said cosmetic contravenes in any respect the provisions of 
Chapter III of the Act or the rules made thereunder but that the con 
travention is such that it can be remedied by the importer, the Collector 
of customs shall communicate the report forthwith to the importer and 
permit him to import the cosmetic on his giving an undertaking in 
writing not to dispose of the cosmetic without the permission of the 
officer authorised in this behalf by the Central Government. 

132. Exemption of Cosmetics.- Cosmetics as may be specified in 
Schedule D shall be exempted from the provisions of Chapter III of the 
Act and the rules made thereunder to the extent and subject to the 
conditions specified in that Schedule . 

133. Import through points of entry .---No cosmetic shall be imported 
into India except through the points of entry specified in rule 43A . 

134. Cosmetic to contain prescribed Coal Tar Colour.- (1) No cos 
metic shall be imported which contains a Coal Tar Colour other than 
the one prescribed in Schedule " Q ” to these rules. 

The Coal Tar Colour used in the cosmetic shall not contain more 
than 

(i) 2 parts per inillion of arsenic calculated as arsenic triox 

ide. 
(ii) 20 parts per million of lead calculated as lead , 
( iii) 100 parts per million of heavy metals other than lead cal 

culated as the total of the respective metals . 
(2 ) No cosmetic intended for use on the eye-brow , or the eye 
lash , or around the eye shall be imported that contains any Coal Tar 
Dye colour , Coal-tar base or Coal tar dye intermediate . 
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135. Import of cosmetics containing Lead or Arsenic compound prohibit 
ed . - No cosmetic shall be imported in which a Lead or Arsenic com 
pound has been used for purposes of colouring . 

136. Import of cosmetics for personal use.-Small quantities of cos 
metics the import of which is otherwise prohibited under section 10 of 
the Act, may be imported for personal use subject to the following 
conditions: 

(i) The cosmetics shall form part of a passenger s baggage and 

shall be the property of, and be intended for, the bonafide 

use of the passenger ; and 
(ii) The cosmetics shall be declared to the Customs authorities 

if they so direct. 


PART XIV 

Manufacture of Cosmetics for Sale 
137. Manufacture on more than one set of permises.- If cosmetics are 
manufactured on more than one premises, a separate application for 
each such premises shall be made and a separate licence obtained for 
each such premises. 

138. Application for licence to manufacture cosmetics.- (1).Applica 
tion for grant or renewal of a licence to manufacture any cosmetic for 
sale shall be made to the Licensing Authority appointed by the State 
Government for the purpose of this Part (hereinafter in this part refer 
red to as the Licensing Authority) in Form 31 and shall be accompanied 
by a fee of rupees two hundred : 

Provided that in the case of a small scale manufacturer employing 
not more than five persons the application in Form 31 shall be accom 
panied by a fee of rupees forty . 

(2) If a person applies for the renewal of a licence after its expiry 
but within one month of such expiry, the fee payable for the renewal 
of such licence shall be rupees two hundred plus an additional fee of 
rupees one hundred : 

Provided that in the case of a small scale manufacturer employing 
not more than five persons the fee payable for the renewal of such 
licence shall be rupees forty plus an additional fee of rupees twenty. 

(3 ) Application by a licensee to manufacture additional items 
f cosmetics shall be accompanied by a fee rupees five for each item . 

Provided that in the case of a small scale manufacturer employ 
ing not more than five persons the application to manufacture addi 
tional items shall be accompanied by a fee of rupee one for each item . 

(4 ) A fee of rupees fifty and a fee of rupees ten shall be paid for a 
duplicate copy of a licence issued under sub -rule (1) and the proviso 
to sub -rule (1 ) respectively if the original is defaced , damaged or lost. 
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139. Condition for the grant or ronacul of a licence in Form 32 :- Before 
a licence in Form 32 is granted or renewed , the following conditions 
shall be complied with by the applicant: 

(1) The manufacture shall be conducted under the direction 
and personal supervision of a competent technical staff consisting of at 
least one person who is a whole time employce and who possesses any 
one of the following qualifications : 

(a ) holds a Diploma in Pharmacy approved by the Pharmacy 

Council of India under the Pharmacy Act, 1948 (8 of 1948 ) 


or 


( b ) is registered under the Pharmacy Act, 1948 (8 of 1948) 
( c) has passed the Intermediate Examination with Chemistry 

as one of the subject or an examination recognised by the 

Licensing Authority as equivalent to it: 
Provided that in the case of small scale manufacturers employing 
not more than five persons, the following shall also be deemed to be the 
minimum qualification for competent technical staff. 

( d ) has had general training and practical experience extend 

ing over a period of not less than four years in the manu 
facture of cosmetics and which , in the opinion of the 

Licensing Authority , is adequate . 
(2 ) The factory premises are situated in hygienic surroundings 
and are kept clean . 

(3) The applicant shall provide adequate space, plant and equip 
ment for the manufacturing process. 

(4 ) The applicant shall either 
(i) provide and maintain adequate staff, preinises and labora 

tory equipment for testing the cosmetics manufactured 

and the rawmaterials used in the manufacture , or 
(ii ) make arrangements with some institution approved by the 

Licensing Authority for such tests to be regularly carried 

out in this behalf by the Institution . 
140. Duration of licence: -- An original licence or a renewed licence 
shall unless sooner suspended or cancelled be valid up to the 31st 
December of the year following the year in which it is granted or renewed : 

Provided that if application for renewal of a licence is made before 
its expiry , or if the application is made within one month of its expiry 
after payment of the additional fee , the licence shall continue to be in 
force until orders are passed on the application . The licence shall be 
deemed to have expired , if application for renewal is not made within 
one month after the expiry . 

141. Certificate of renewal :-- The certificate of renewal of a licence 
in Form 32 shall be issued in Form 33 . 
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142. Conditions of licence :-- A licence in Form 32 shall be subject 
to the conditions stated therein and to the following other conditions, 
namely : 

(a ) the licensee shall provide and maintain staff , premises and 

equipment as specified in rule 139 . 
(b ) the licensee shall comply with the provisions of the Act and 

the rules made thereunder and with such further require 
ments, if any as may be specified in any rules to be made 

hereafter under Chapter IV of the Act. 
(c) the licensee shall test each batch or lot of the raw materials 

used by him for the manufacture of the cosmetics and also 
each batch of the final product and shall maintain records 
or registers showing the particulars in respect of such tests. 
The records or registers shall be retained for a periodo 

of three years from the date of manufacture. 
(d ) the licensee shall allow any Inspector authorised by the 

Licensing Authority in that behalf to enter with or without 
prior notice any premises where the manufacture of a subs 
tance in respect of which the licence is issued is carried on , 
to inspect the premises and to take samples of the manu 

factured products under a receipt. 
(e) the licensee shall allow an Inspector to inspect all registers 

and records maintained under these rules and shall supply 
to the Inspector such information as he may require for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether the provisions of the Act 

and the rules made thereunder have been complied . 
(f ) the licensee shall maintain an Inspection Book to enable an 

Inspector to record his impressions and the defects noticed 
143. Cancellation and suspension of licence :-- (1 ) The Licensing 
Authority may, after giving the licensee an opportunity to show cause 
why such an order should not be passed , by an order in writing stating 
the reasons therefor, cancel a licence issued under this part or suspend 
it for such period as he thinks fit , either wholly or in respect of some of 
the substances to which it relates, if in his poinion, the licensee has 
failed to comply with any of the conditions of the licence or with any 
provisions of the Act or the rules inade thereunder. 

(2) A licensee whose licence has been suspended or cancelled 
may appeal within a period of three months from the date of the order 
to the State Government which shall after considering the appeal, pass 
orders, and such orders shall be final. 

144. Prohibition of manufacture of Cosmetics with Coal Tar Colours 
other than those prescribed :-(1) No cosmetic shall be manufactured 
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which contains a coal tar colour other than the one prescribed in 
Schedule ( to these rules. The coal tar colour used in the manu 
facture of the cosmetic shall not contain more than : 

(i) 2 parts per million of arsenic calculated as arsenic trioxide 
(ii ) 20 parts per million of lead calculated as lead, 
( iii) 100 parts per million of heavy metals other than lead cal. 

culated as the total of the respective metals. 
(2 ) No cosmetic intended for use on the eye-brow ., or eye- lash or 
around the eye shall be manufactured that contains any coal tar dye , 
Coal tar dye base or coal tar dye intermediate. 

145. Use of Lead and Arsenic Compounds for the purpose of colouring 
cosmetics prohibited : - The use of Lead and Arsenic Compounds for the 
purpose of colouring Cosmetics is prohibited . 


PART XV . 

Labelling and packing of Cosmetics . 
146 . Prohibition of sale or distribution :--Subject to the other provisions 
of these rules, no person shall sell or distribute any cosmetic unless the 
cosmetic, if of Indian origin , is manufactured by a licensed manufac 
turer and labelled and packed in accordance with these rules. 

147. Excmption of certain cosmetics from the provision of this part:-- 
Labels on packages or containers of cosmetics not manufactured for 
consumption or sale in India shall be adopted to meet the specific 
requirements, if any, of the law of the country to which the cosmetic 
is to be exported and shall give on the label 

(a ) the name of the cosmetic and 

(b ) the name of the manufacturer. 

148. Manner of labelling:-- Subject to other provisions of the rules 
a cosmetic shall carry 

(1 ) on both the inner and outer lables : 

(a ) the name of the cosmetic , 
( b ) the name and the principal place of business of the manu 

facturer . 
( 2 ) On the outer label: 

A declaration of the net contents expressed in terms of weight 
for solids, fluid measure for liquids, weight for semi solids, 

combined with numerical count if the content is subdivided : 
Provided that this statement need not appear in case of a package 
of perfume, toilet water or the like the net content ofwhich does not exce 
ed 60 ml or any package of solid or semi-solid cosmetic the net content 
of which does not exceed 30 grams. 
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( 3 ) On the inner lebel, where a hazard exists, 

(a ) Adequate direction for safe use , 

(b ) Any warning, caution or special direction required to be 
observed by the consumer , 

( c) Á statement of the names and quantities of the ingredients 

that are hazardous or poisonous. 
(4 ) A distinctive batch number that is to say the number by refer 
cnce to which details of manufacture of the particular batch from which 
the cosmetic in the container is taken are recorded and are available for 
inspection : 

Provided that this sub -rule shallnot apply to any cosmetic contain 
ing 10 grams or less of the cosmetic if in solid or semi-solid state and 
25 millilitres or less of the cosmetic if in a liquid state . 

(5 ) Where a package of a cosmetic has only one label such label 
shall contain all the information required to be shown on both the 
inner and the outer labels , under these Rules. 

149. Labelling of Hair dyes containing Coal Tar Colours: --Hair dyes 
containing para -phenylene-diamine or other coal-tar dye base or coal 
tar dye intermediate shall be labelled with the following legend in 
English and local languages and these shall appear on both the inner 
and the outer labels . 

“ CAUTION : -- This product contains ingredients which may 
cause skin irritation in certain cases and a preliminary test 
according to the accompanying directions- should first be made . 
This product should not be used for dyeing the eyelashes or eye 
brows; as such a use may cause blindness" , 

Each package shall also contain instructions in English and local 
languages on the following lines for carrying out the test: 

" This preparation may cause serious inflammation of the skin 
in some cases and so a preliminary test should always be carried 
out to determine whether or not special sensitivity exists. To make 
the test, cleanse a small area of skin behind the ear or upon the 
inner surface of the forearm , using either soap and water or alcohol. 
Apply a small quantity of the hair dye as prepared for use to the 
area and allow it to dry . After twenty - four hours, wash the area 
gently with soap and water . If no irritation or inflammation is 
apparent, it may be assumed that no hypersensitivity to the dye 
exists. The test should , however, be carried out before each and 
every application . This preparation should on no account be 
used for dyeing eyebrows or eyelashes as severe inflammation of 
the eye or even blindness may result ." 

150. Report of result of test or analysis of Cosmetics : Test reports on 
samples of cosmetics taken for test or analysis under these Rules shall 
be supplied in Form 34 .

G.S.R. In exercise of the powers conferred by sections 12 and 33 
of the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940 (23 of 1940 ), the Central 
Government after consultation with the Drugs Technical Advisory 
Board hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Drugs 
and Cosmetics Rules , 1945 , the same having been previously 
published as required by the said sections namely : 

1. These rules may be called the Drugs and Cosmetics (Eighth 
Amendment) Rules, 1964. 
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2. In the Drugs and Cosmetics Rules, 1945 (hereinafter referred 
to as the said rules) in rule 2 after clause (d ), the following clause shall 
be inserted , namely : 
" " (dd ) Homoeopathic medicine includes any drug which is

ORDER 
Government have in their order read above as first paper, 
introduced with effect from 1-4-1964 , a Liberalised Family Pension 
Scheme for the benefit of their employees. According to rule 13 of the 
Rules appended thereto regular pensionable employees of the State 
governed by the service rules other than those in the K. S. Rs will be 
allowed the benefits of the Liberalised Family Pension Scheme if they 
opt for K. S. Rs including the Liberalised Family Pension Scheme on 
or before the 30th September, 1964. A question has now arisen 
whether the date of effect of the change over to K. S. Rs. in respect of 
the above persons has to be taken as 1-11-1959 or 1-4-1964. 

Having considered the question in all its aspects , Government are 
pleased to clarify that the date of effect of option for K. S. Rs under 
rule 13 of the Rules issued under the Liberalised Family Pension 
Scheme will be only from 1-4-1964 ie., the date from which the 
Liberalised Family Pension Scheme carne into force.
